The  average  per  capita  cost  of  each  inmate  in  the  Institutions  for  the  Deaf  of  the 
United  States,  compiled  from  these  of  California,  Iowa,  Illinois,  Kansas,  Kentucky, 
Michigan,  Minnesota,  Missouri,  Nebraska,  New  York,  Ohio,  Pennsylvania  and  Wisconsin, 
for  1889,  was  $219.  The  highest  cost  was  in  California,  viz.„  $357,  the  lowest  in  Ohio, 
viz.,  $182.  The  Institutions  mentioned  above  contain  about  half  the  total  number  of  deaf 
mutes  receiving  instruction  in  this  country. 

The  above  per  capitas  of  deaf  and  blind  are  based  in  every  instance  on  the  school 
year,  nine  months,  not  on  the  average  daily  attendance  for  the  year.  To  find  the  cost  by 
average  daily  attendance,  add  one- third  to  the  amounts  given  above.  Most  of  the  figures 
upon  which  the  above  calculation  is  based  exclude  the  expenditure  for  repairs  and  cloth¬ 
ing,  so  that  in  comparing  the  cost  of  the  Indiana  Institution  the  amount  given  on  a  pre¬ 
vious  page,  with  clothing  and  repairs  excluded,  may  be  properly  used  as  a  basis.  The 
Institutions  in  Minnesota,  for  the  deaf,  blind  and  feeble-minded,  are  close  together,  have 
a  joint  Board  of  Control  and  one  Steward  for  the  three  Institutions,  which  may  account, 
to  some  extent,  for  their  low  per  capita  cost.

PER  CAPITA  COSTS  AND  AVERAGES. 


In  using  the  tables  presented  herewith  as  a  basis  for  comparison  between  Institutions  it  must 
be  remembered  that  three  months  is  too  short  a  time  in  which  to  strike  a  certain  average,  and  it  is 
quite  possible  to  do  grave  injustice  to  good  management  if  this  is  forgotten.  The  Southern  Hos¬ 
pital  has  still  too  small  a  number  of  patients  for  its  figures  to  be  compared  with  those  of  other  In¬ 
stitutions,  and  it  will  remain  at  some  disadvantage  during  the  rest  of  the  current  year,  on  this 
account.  The  Institutions  for  the  Deaf  and  Blind,  appear  comparatively  at  the  greatest  disad¬ 
vantage  during  the  first  two  quarters  of  the  year,  as  their  long  vacations  materially  reduce  the 
cost  per  annum. 

INSTITUTION  FARMS. 

Those  Institutions  having  farming  land,  and  being  able  therefore  to  produce  the  milk  they  need 
and  a  large  part  of  their  vegetables,  etc.,  while'on  the  whole  their  per  capita  is  less  than  others  of 
equal  size  and  class  of  patients,  but  without  farming  land,  yet  appear  at  a  disadvantage  when  the 
cost  of  employes  only  is  compared.  If  the  increased  cost,  per  capita,  of  labor  is  offset  by  a  de¬ 
creased  per  capita  for  subsistence,  it  is  evidently  to  the  advantage  of  the  State  that  the  maintenance 
fund  should  be  used  in  that  way. 


The  National  Conference  of  Charities  and  Correction. 

This  important  meeting  will  be  held  this  year  in  our  State.  The  circular  which  is  sent  with 
this  will  give  a  fair  idea  of  the  scope  and  purport  of  the  meeting.  The  Board  of  State  Charities 
would  urge  upon  every  one  connected  with  the  management  of  the  Charitable  and  Correctional 
Institutions  of  the  State,  to  be  present  if  possible.  Every  such  person  is  ex-officio  a  member  of 
the  Conference,  is  entitled  to  a  seat  and  a  voice  in  its  deliberations.  There  is  no  membership 
fee  and  all  are  freely  and  heartily  welcomed. 

The  Conference  comes  to  our  State  on  the  invitation  of  the  Governor  and  the  Board  of  State 
Charities  and  other  representative  bodies.  The  best  compliment  we  can  pay  our  guests  is  to  come 
in  large  numbers  to  meet  them.  It  is  little  to  say  that  no  one  connected  with  the  Institutions  of 
the  State  or  the  counties  can  stay  away  without  loss,  and  no  one  who  comes  with  interested  atten¬ 
tion  can  fail  to  receive  a  large  reward  for  the  time  and  money  spent.

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The  per  capita  maintenance  expenditure  for  the  year  ending  October  31,  1891,  appears  heavier  than 
for  the  previous  year  in  almost  every  institution.  This  is  largely  owing  to  the  increased  cost  of  all  the 
main  articles  of  subsidence  during  the  earlier  part  of  the  year,  but  in  some  institutions  it  is  partly  owing 
to  the  fact  that  the  statistical  report®  have  been  more  accurately  made  than  formerly. 

The  theory  upon  which  the  State  makes  appropriations  for  the  support  of  the  Charitable  and  Cor-,, 
rectional  Institutions  is  that  the  expenditure  of  each  fiscal  year,  fur  maintenance  and  repairs,  is  to  be 
complete  in  itself.  Any  balance  of  appropriation  undrawn  reverts  at  the  end  of  the  year  to  the  general 
fund  of  the  State,  and  the  Trustees  are  forbidden  to  incur  any  debt  in  excess  of  the  appropriation.  These 
comparative  statements  are  prepared  upon  this  theory,  and  show,  practically,  the  expenditure  of  the  < 
money  drawn  from  the  treasury  during  the  year.  Occasionally,  through  stress  of  circumstances,  the  theory 
is  not  carried , into  practice  and  an  institution  finds  itself,  at  the  end  of  the  year,  more  or  less  in  debt. 
When  this  occurs  it  invalidates  this  comparative  statement  to  that  extent,  since  the  actual  cost  for  the 
year  is  not  shown,  but  a  larger  or  smaller  amount  than  the  actual  cost,  according  as  the  institution  is 
paying  debt  of  a  previous  year,  or  is  exceeding  its  appropriation  for  the  present  year. 

During  the  year  ending  October  31,  1891,  both  the  above  mentioned  processes  have  been  in  operation. 
The  Soldiers’  and  Sailors’ Orphans’  Home  began  the  year  heavily  in  debt,  which  the  Legislature  took  into 
account  in  making  its  appropriation;  the  consequence' is  that  the  gross  per  capita  cost  appears  to  be 
$53.38  more  than  last  year.  As  a  matter  of  fact  this  statement  does  not  show  either  year’s  cost  of  this  in¬ 
stitution  correctly;  in  so  far  it  loses  its  usefulness  for  comparative  purposes. 

The  expenditures  for  Correctional  Institutions  are  placed  b  side  those  for  Charitable  Institutions 
merely  for  convenience,  and  not  because  they  can  be  properly  or  usefully  compared,  except  in  a  few  items. 
The  Reform  Schools  occupy  a  middle  ground  between  the  two;  they  have  “  teachers”  and  “attendants” 
rather  than  “  guards,”  and  in  many  respects  they  resemble  some  of  the  Charitable  Institutions  more  than 
they  do  the  Prisons.  It  is,  however,  impracticable  to  separate  their  expenditures  for  “Tuition”  and 
“Attendance”  from  those  for  “  Domestic  and  other  help,”  since  their  employes  all  share,  to  some  extent, 
in  the  duties  relating  to  the  inmates. 

The  repairs  of  the  State  Prison  South,  although  charged  to  maintenance,  really  belong,  for  the  most 
part,  to  construction,  but  as  they  are  paid  out  of  the  maintenance  fund  it  is  impracticable  to  separate 
them.  For  purposes  of  comparison  the  “  per  capita,  excluding  repairs  and  clothing,”  will  be  found  the 
most  useful,  with  regard  to  most  of  the  institutions,  for  reasons  which  have  been  repeatedly  given  in  tbe 
notes  on  the  comparative  statements. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  the  advantages  accruing  to  those  institutions  having  good  farms.  Although 
the  cost  of  the  food  supplies  they  had  to  purchase  was  higher,  until  long  past  the  middle  of  the  year,  yet 
the  good  crops  of  various  kinds  which  they  all  enjoyed,  in  some  cases  more  than  made  up  the  difference, 
and  their  total  subsistence  in  these  cases  is  less  than  last  year.  The  per  capita  cost  per  annum  has  been 
worked  out  with  some  detail  as  to  the  various  items  of  food,  and  the  contrasts  exhibited  will  be  both  in¬ 
teresting  and  useful. 

The  difference  in  total  per  capita  cost  will  be  seen  to  depend,  to  some  extent,  upon  the  number  of  in¬ 
mates.  Thus  the  School  for  Deaf  has  had  fewer  pupils  than  last  year,  and  shows  an  increased  per  capita. 
The  School  for  Blind  has  had  an  increased  population  and  the  per  capita  cost  excluding  repairs  is  de¬ 
creased. 

With  institutions  of  nearly  the  same  population,  other  causes  produce  differences.  A  new  institution 
inevitably  costs  more  per  capita  for  the  first  year  or  two  than  when  completely  established.  Difference 
of  design,  in  institutions  otherwise  similarly  situated,  cause  other  differences.  The  comparison  of  the 
three  Additional  Hospitals  is  very  interesting,  and  will  be  even  more  so  as  time  goes  on  and  experience 
shows  how  best  to  utilize  the  differently  planned  buildings.  The  per  capita  cost  of  attendance  will  prob 
ably  always  be  the  largest  at  the  Eastern  Hospital,  and  the  cost  of  domestic  service  probably  the  least 
there.  This  arises  from  the  construction  of  the  Hospital  rather  than  from  differences  of  management. 

The  comparative  statement  presents  many  other  interesting  features  and  will  repay  a  detailed  study.

In  response  to  requests  for  information  as  to  the  cost  of  the  care  of  the  insane  in  Indiana  and  other  States,  the 
Board  of  State  Charities  has  compiled  the  following  table  : 

A  very  few  years  ago  such  a  table  could  not  have  been  made,  it  was  not  possible  to  compare  statistics  of  different 
States  together,  nor  could  detailed  comparisons  of  different  institutions  in  our  own  State  be  shown.  Even  yet,  trust¬ 
worthy  comparisons  between  institutions  in  different  States  are  not  easily  made.  In  some  cases  a  part  of  the  cost  is 
defrayed  otherwise  than  through  the  State  Treasury.  Methods  of  account  differ,  expenditures  are  differently  classi¬ 
fied.  Items  that  in  Indiana  are  properly  classified  as  maintenance,  such  as  ordinary  repairs,  new  furniture  to  replace 
that  worn  out,  salaries  of  officers,  etc.,  are  in  some  States  provided  for  by  special  appropriations,  and  are  excluded  in 
calculating  the  so-cal'ed  per  capita  maintenance,  which  is  based  upon  what  is  called  current  expenses  only.  Many^ 
hospitals  for  insane  still  calculate  their  per  capita  upon  the  basis  of  the  number  of  inmates  enrolled  instead  of  upon 
the  average  number  present,  taking  no  account  of  the  furloughed  patients,  often  10  per  cent,  or  more  of  the  total  num¬ 
ber.  In  the  table  these  divergences  have  been  corrected  and  every  expenditure  fairly  chargeable  to  maintenance  has  j 
been  as  far  as  possible  included  for  each  in  titution.  I 

A  part  of  the  variation  in  cost  of  food  comes  from  the  different  amounts  of  farming  land  occupied  by  the  institu-^  1 
tions.  It  is  not  practicable  to  estimate  the  value  of  the  farm  products  consumed  in  a  hospital,  adding  the  amount  to  \J 
the  per  capita  cost  of  the  institution.  The  better  way  is  to  regard  the  farm  and  its  productiveness  as  part  of  the  ele-  I 
rnents  which  make  a  site  desirable  or  the  reverse,  and  this  rule  has  been  followed  in  all  statistical  reports  of  this  Board.  I 
Most  of  the  hospitals  in  other  States,  with  which  our  hospitals  are  compared,  have  from  four  to  ten  times  as  much  I 
1  mi d  per  patient  as  is  used  by  the  Central  Hospital  of  Indiana.  Our  additional  hospitals  are  better  off  in  this  respect, 
their  smaller  food  cost  is  partly  owing  to  this  fact. 

The  per  capita  cost  excluding  repairs  but  including  clothing  has  been  chosen  for  the  table.  This  is  not  the  best  of 
the  different  per  capitas  which  the  reports  of  this  Board  shows  each  quarter,  since  the  item  of  clothing  is  a  variable 
one,  most  patients  being  provided  by  friends.  But  statistics  from  other  States,  excluding  clothing,  were  not  available 
without  excluding  other  items  that  are  not  variable.  _  •  ..... 

An  important  factor  in  determining  the  cost  of  a  hospital  is  the  number  of  patients,  the  fewer  patients  (within 
certain  limits),  the  greater  per  capita  cost.  For  this  reason  the  average  number  of  patients  is  shown. 

Of  the  hospitals  of  Ohio  four  of  the  six  have  been  selected,  partly  because  they  illustrate  the  relative  maintenance 
cost  of  differently  constructed  institutions  and  partly  because  the  statistics  regarding  them  were  more  available.  The 
same  is  true  of  those  of  Illinois,  four  out  of  five  having  been  chosen.  In  each  State  both  the  cheanest  and  the  most 
expensive  hospitals  are  shown.  Cents  and  fractions  are  omitted  in  the  table,  except  in  the  cost  of  food  supply.  The 
figures  for  the  Indiana  hospitals  for  the  current  year  are  estimated  by  adding  one-third  to  the  cost  for  nipe  months.  The 
early  years  of  a  hospital  are  necessarily  more  expensive  than  subsequent  ones;  in  cases  where  the  first  year  of  a  hos¬ 
pital  is  shown  in  this  table  it  is  indicated  in  the  column.
